As I wrote several days ago, I purchased several of the lower cost pieces of 
the old Tuckers BA's from Nebraska Surplus Sales. I continue to be pretty 
happy that the pieces are as represented. 


The Viking 1 is cosmetically in good shape, all iron and the meter are good, 
and the output tank tunes very smoothly-I want to replace a lot of 
capacitors before I plug the rectifiers back in a power up but it appears 
this will be an easily repairable unit. 


The RME VHF152A required the resoldering of the output cable, a bit of 
tweaking, and now it appears to hear okay. Two meter alignment appears 
interesting as the oscillator gets pulled by mixer tuning (and even slightly 
by RF stage tuning); but I bought this mainly to use as part of a 6 meter BA 
station so I am sure it will serve its intended purpose. Added a 3 wire 
line cord and in line fuse to replace the crumbling two wire unit. 


I had been looking for the CE BC458 conversion VFO to use with my 20A and 
was happy to find this one at Surplus Sales. The unit has the CE case/front 
panel and works. Came with an extra 1625 (modification only uses one) and 
the only cosmetic problem is a broken pointer indicator (easily replaced). 
Doesn't have the 10 meter conversion board (few did) but I can do this mod 
later. Listen for my 20A/458 VFO/ RME 4350 on the vintage SSB net soon! 


I had been curious to try one of the earlier Hallicrafters receivers for 
awhile and wanted to purchase the "good" S20R unit from Surplus Sales but 
all they had left was the fair/poor unit. They agreed to throw this in with 
the rest of the order at a good price and so I went with the "cosmetically 
challenged" unit (ugly is such a non PC term :-) ). This one has a nice 
front panel, but the case was dented on one side and rusty on top. Main 


tuning dial is yellowed but markings are good, band spread dial has shed 
much of its markings (but a Corel Draw generated replacement will take care 
of this-easy since the 20R is non-calibrated bandspread). Unfortunately, 
this unit is missing the chrome side strips for the case. When I received 
the unit, it had a shorted filter cap. Replacing this and one of the 6SK7 
if tubes resulted in a working receiver. I am surprised at how sensitive 
this relatively simple superhet works. Receives SSB well, hears electric 
fence popping (my new test signal :-( ) all the way to 40 Mcs. along with 
the CB noise at 11 meters (something my NC183D couldn't accomplish until 
recently). If I can make the case presentable, this unit will probably end 
up residing somewhere in the house (it may be a little old to live in the 
barn!). This unit also got a 3 wire cord and fuse, new capacitors to 
replace the old wax units, and some tubing slipped over the rubber insulated 
leads from the IF transformers which were crumbling. 


All in all, these 5 units (also picked up Viking 122 VFO) from Surplus Sales 
totaled just over $200-I probably could have done a little better at a 
hamfest but I haven't seen these at hamfests I have attended recently. So 
as a response to some of the Nebraska Surplus Sales bashing, here is a 
positive comment if you "shop carefully" (I knew that marketing PhD would 
come in handy sooner or later). I may just be in a pro-industry mood 
lately, this last week in academe has me searching for some "logical reality 
from the real world".
